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C a booses M oved. 
Shortly before 4 o'clock the Hannibal road 
succeeded in moving two engines and ca boos­ 
es and an a ttem pt wa s m ade at 4:30 to get 
out som e freight cars. Each engine had a po- 
licen an in its cab and there was no m olesta ­ 
tion from the strikers. 
It is reported that an effort will also be made 
to mc ve trains on the Wabash. 


Second D a y of the Strike. 
The report put in circula tion yesterda y af­ 
ternoon tha t the strikers would carry the 
fight nto the pa ssenger department, and per­ 
mit nothing bict mail and express cars to be 
moved, proved to be far more sensa tiona l than 
true. If the a dvice of a few hothea ded per­ 
sons had been heeded by the body of the 
strikers every pa ssenger coach on every road 
entering this city would have been backed in­ 
to the yards and left sta nding upon side 
track« . 
This 
would 
doubtless have its 
w eight in crippling the roads, but it would 
tend to fire the public and the strikers to a 
still wider breach. For this rea son, added to 
others perhaps equa lly as w eighty, it is doubt­ 
ful if the strikers attempt to interfere with the 
running of pa ssenger trains. It would not be 
policy to do so, even if it could be done with­ 
out interfering with the United Sta tes mails. 
There were hundreds of specta tors at the 
Union depot la st night who firmly believed 
tha t the pa ssenger tra ins would be ordered 
back to the yards. They were disappointed, 
however, for all the trains pulled out unmo­ 
lested and on time. 
During the day the Wabash road w a s the 
envy of nil other lines embraced in the strike, 
a s severa l successful attem pts were made to 
run loca l freight. The strikers were inclined, 
at first, to pay due respect to a road that is in 
the hands of the governm ent, and made no a t­ 
tempt to interfere with the men who were 
w illing to do the work of switching. 
About 5 
o’clock, however, the strikers experienced a 
cha nge of sentim ent, and concluded to treat 
the Wabash a s they were trea ting the other 
roads. At that hour a Wabash freight com posed 
of about forty ca rs endea vored to pull out but 
one of the strikers threw” open a switch and 
forced the engineer to shut down steam in 
order 
to 
sa ve him self from 
being 
un­ 
plea sa ntly m ixed up in a dangerous wreck. 
The er.gineer was mad but the men were ful­ 
ly determined to stop the train. The switch 
w a s thrown in place again and the engine 
again got under headway but only a small 
number of cars m oved with it. The strikers 
had cut the train in a half dozen pla ces and 
a s 
fust 
as 
the 
ca rs 
w ere 
again 
coupled, 
would 
renew 
the 
work 
of uncoupling them. Finding it im possible 
to get away with the train the order to back 
into the yards was given, and the attempt to 
start was abandoned for the time being. The 
ptrikers cheered as the train moved back to 
the yards, and then quietly dispersed. Later 
in the evening two trains were run out and 
escape« ! the strikers. Other roads a lso made 
attempts 
to 
start trains, but were com ­ 
pelled 
to 
run 
them 
back 
to 
the 
yards. Most of tho engines were run into 
the round houses and “ killed” and this m orn­ 
ing only a few were in a condition to be used 
by the com pa nies. 
The usua l crowd of specta tors hung about 
the Union depot, this morning, but com pa ra ­ 
tively few strikers m ingled with them. 
All 
the yards presented a rather a nim ated a p­ 
pearance but tho la rgest crowd ga thered in 
and about the Hannibal yards. It is a t this 
point that m ost of the ea st bound freight 
trains are switched 
and 
so 
long as the 
sw itches are guarded the trains will have to 
remain in the yards. 
The strikers show no disposition to do any 
a cts of violence, and not a loud or boisterous 
word has been uttered by them. They appar­ 
ently studiously avoid entering into any d is­ 
cussion over tho situa tion and will not talk 
even to furnish information when questioned 
in regard to the trouble. They claim that they 
have grieva nces that m ust be settled before 
they return to work, and that they did not 
strike until orders to do[so were received from 
headquarters. 
WHY THAY QUIT WOBK. 
The sw itchm en held a m eeting yesterda y 
evening and determined to make a public 
sta tem ent of the ca use of tho present strike. 
Accordingly the follow ing wa s issued and 
given out for publication: 
To the m ercha nts and citizens of Kansas City 
« and vicinity: 
K a n s a s C it y, Mo., March 2 2 .—Dea r Sirs: 
The sw itchm en of tho va rious yards of this 
city and vicinity 
deem it due to you as 
citizens and friends to make a brief expla na ­ 
tion of our wa lkout this morning and the rea ­

Since that time the sw itch­ 
men ha ve lived up to their part of the con ­ 
tract. But som e of our superintendents have 
viola ted and eva ded tho spirit of that con­ 
tract, and as we trea ted with them as a body 
of the whole we expected them to live up 
to their 
contra ct 
as 
a whole, 
But as 
one or more viola ted it we claim they all did 
so. Now wo com e out to demand the sta nd­ 
ard w a ges paid switchm en in Chicago, 111., and 
the signa ture of the various superintendents 
to such an a greem ent. 
We are sorry if we 
ca use you loss or trouble, but we feel that we 
are right and will not a gree to go to work un­ 
til we have settled our differences with our 
em ployers. 
Respectfully, 
T he Comm ittee. 
It is currently reported tha t tho roads re­ 
ferred to in the com m unica tion are the Coun­ 
cil Bluffs and the Wabash. The loca l freight 
a gent of tho former road sta ted to a S ta r re­ 
porter tha t he wa s not aware tha t any such 
com plaint could be made a ga inst tho Council 
Bluffs road, and hinted that the a greem ent 
had not existed long enough for the strikers 
to determ ine whether or not the superintend­ 
ents would live up to their prom ises. Tho 
Wabash a gent has in his possession a letter 
which shows that that road would faithfully 
keep its a greem ent. It 
is 
elaimod by the 
com pa ny tha t all the lines that signed the 
a greem ent would abide by it, but tho strikers 
ma inta in tha t it has a lready been violated. 
They a lso cla im tha t the Council Bluffs road 
ha s a lrea dy discharged two members of the 
Sw itchm ens’ union on a ccount of the demand 
made for higher wa ges, and 
others would 
ha ve been laid off if the strike had not been 
inaugurated. 
AMONG THE TRAINS. 
There are more freight trains sta nding upon 
side tracks in this city at the present time, 
than were ever before ga thered here at any­ 
one time. Every train that ha s entered the 
city since the strike bega n has been side 
tracked, and those that were here yesterda y 
morning ha ve not been a llowed to lea ve. 
Most of t ie trains are loaded with freight, 
but fortunately only a very small proportion 
of it is perishable. Of course no new freight 
is being received at the depots and unless the 
strike soon ends m ost of the office em ployes 
w ill be discha rged. 
It wa s believed that the section hands and 
trackmen employed on the different roads 
would strike last night, but they were still at 
work this raornig, except in the Santa Fe 
yards. A rumor still prevails, however, that 
they will join the strikers in a day or two if 
tho trouble is not settled m eantime. 
ARRIVAL OF MR. MONAGHAN, 
Mr. J anu s L. Monaghan, grand master of the 
Switchm en’s union, arrived from Chicago on 
the Alton train, this morning. He was recog­

known until nearly noon. He 
registered at 
the B lossom house and for a few minutes held 
a consulta tion with three or four persons 
who m et li m at the train. Then he quietly 
left tho hotel and met a number of the strik­ 
er* with whom he discussed the situa tion and 
was given a deta iled a ccount of the trouble 
tha t ted to the genera l strike. 
It wa s understood that Mr. Monaghan would 
ineet the superiniendents of the different 
roa ds during the forenoon and submit a prop­ 
osition which if a ccepted, would end the strike 
a t once. At II o’clock, howover. tho m eeting 
had not been held, 
and railroad

to be held. Mr. J . F. Barnard, genera l m a n­ 
a ger of the Council Bluffs road, was seen by a

Superintendent Butler of the Wabash road 
a lso sta ted that there would be no m eeting for 
the purpose of receiving a proposition from 
the strikers through Grand Master Monaghan. 
It is probable, however, tha t som e proposition 
will be submitted before night, and the con ­ 
tinuation of the strike will depend upon the 
treatment it receives at the hands of tho ra il­ 
road officials. 
Information wa s received In tho city this 
morning that the engines in the Missouri Pa ­ 
cific round-house at Atchison were killed dur­ 
ing the night by a ga ng of masked men. Tho 
men went to the round-ho.use, drove in the 
guard and told him if be moved for fifteen 
m inutes he would be killed. Then the engines 
were “ killed,” after which the masked 'men 
departed and allowed the guard to resume his 
watch over the com pany’s property. 
A RESERVE FORCE. 
Forty police aro being held a s a reserve 
force, but will not be ca lled out unless the 
strikers show a disposition to crea te a dis­ 
turbance. 
The Wabash did not move any trains this 
morning beca use it could not get a ny m en to 
run the engines. 


B oa rd of T ra de Sentim ent. 
Members of the board of trade take the 
sa m e position every other business man ap­

ANOTHER ARGUMENT. 
This strike, which is not for wa ges, and 
which the strikers them selves do not under­ 
sta nd,” said a business man to-da y, “ is a n­ 
other powerful argument in favor of placing 
the railroads under the control 
of the gov­ 
ernment. 
Under the governm ent’s controi 
there would be no pools either of railroads or 
railroad em ployes. 
This strike is sim ply a 
labor pool and there is about as much justice 
in it as there is in a railroad pool.”

T he Situa tion G row ing W orse. 
S t . L o u is . Mo., March 2 3 .—No one ventures 
a prediction as to how or when the strike upon 
the Gould southw est system of railroads will 
end. Hoxle has refused to confer Avith Pow- 
derly; the efforts of Governors Martin and 
Marmaduke have failed to effect a settlem ent’ 
The m anagement of the roads declines to 
trea t with any striking em ployes representing 
the Knights of Labor. The la tter now a n­ 
nounce they will a ccept no term s from the 
company unless offered to them as members 
ef that organization, and now as a la st resort 
the strikers have ca lled upon the m ercha nts 
of this city to a ssist in bringing about a sta te 
of affairs which will make possible arbitration 
between the railway officials and strikingem - 
ployes, and interest in tho present difficulties 
now centres in the probable outcom e of such 
efforts, should they respond to the address 
issued to them la st night, 
No a ction ha s as 
yet been taken by the m ercha nts with a view 
of opening negotia tions betw een the com ­ 
pany and its employes, but severa l men sta te 
that such a course would be gla dly pursi*ed 
by them if both would agree to abide faithfully 
by their decision. 
□A member of the executive com m ittee said 
at a m eeting last night: “ The worst is yet to 
come. I dread it, but there is no help for it. 
If we were to submit now and return to work 
now 
without having been recognized as 
Knights of Labor, it wrould be a defea t not 
only for us, but also for labor unions, tra des 
a ssem blies and for every labor orga niza tion 
in the whole country. Wo feel that the issuo 
m ust be m et now. The present conflict is be­ 
tween us and the railroads only. We will wait 
three or four da ys in the hope that som ew a y 
towards a settlem ent may be opened, and 
then if the situa tion remains uncha nged for 
the better, every freight train on every road 
running out of St. Louis and every freight 
train on every road running out of Ch.cago 
will be stopped. If this sha ll fail to force tho 
company to recognize us tho striko will then 
be extended to all ea stern and southern roads 
embracing the entire country, and if it com es 
to the worst the strike w ill be made to em ­ 
brace every large manufactory and every^ex- 
tensive business industry in the country.” 
The management of the M issouri Pacific 
railway company announce with equal posi­ 
tiveness they will make no settlem ent with 
the strikers as Knights of Labor. An official 
of the company ie credited with ha ving said 
yesterday: 
Great numbers of applications from men 
who want to go to work as soon a s they can 
without being threatened with violence have 
been received and w« are now notifying such 
of these men as wo think will be a ccepta ble 
workmen to com e to different points a long the 
road and a ccept places.”

Resolved, That the refusal on the part of 
the representa tives of corpora tions to treat 
with the representa tives of labor is a silly sub­ 
terfuge for the purposo of perpetuating strife 
and ruining a country which it is becoming 
evident they ca n not longer rule. 
Resolved. That we request all labor orga ni­ 
za tions and tra des a ssem blies in the land to 
unite in a demand

tors, both sta te and national, to ena ct such 
m ea sures a s will compel the recognition of 
labor orga niza tions and trades a ssem blies, 
and a lso to com pel corpora tions to arbitrate 
differences between and wit a them selves and 
their em ployes.

The following was issued by the Knights of 
Labor at a la te hour to-night:

In response to a proposition conta ined in a 
note written by Mr. Hoxie by the governors of 
Kansas and Missouri and a lso the reply of Mr. 
H oxie to the governors, we beg to sta te, first, 
tha t while in conference in Kansas Citv we 
were sent for by tho governors and out of re­ 
spect for them. a com m ittee was appointed 
consisting of em ployes of the Gould roads 
only, which m et with them and by request 
sta ted the ca use of the present withdrawal of

On 
their 
suggestion 
these 
gentlem en

see Mr. Hoxie and attem pt a settlem ent if pos­ 
sible. It wa s a greed, in deference to their 
w ishes, that we should submit to them all our 
grieva nces with the understanding that they 
would arrange a m eeting between Mr. Hoxie 
nnd ourselves. They desired permission to 
settle as best they could on an understanding 
tha t we would abide by their decisions. To 
this we demurred, unless we were first per­ 
mitted to pa ss on the term s of settlement. 
With this understanding we consented to 
their interposition between Mr. Hoxie and 
ourselves. Mr. Hoxie refused to receive a 
delega tion from the em ployes or the Knights 
of Labor and the governors received from Mr. 
Hoxie the document published yesterda y, 
which wa s given to the press even before we 
were perm itted to see it. 
Now, injustice to ourselves and the truth of 
history, we desire to make the following points 
of fact: 
First—The interposition of the governors 
wa s voluntary on their part, com ing to Kan­ 
sa s City and seeking an interview with our 
board. 
Second—We refused them the privilege of 
adjusting our differences or a ccepting terms 
of settlem ent without first subm itting them 
to this com m ittee for approval, notw ithsta nd­ 
ing which they received Mr. H oxie’s proposi­ 
tion, qualifications and all and turned them 
over to the press and public before we were 
even permitted to see them. 
Third—They sa y to Mr. Hoxie: “ After a 
careful investiga tion we are unable to find 
wherein the Missouri Pacific railway com ­ 
pany has viola ted the terms and conditions of 
the agreem ent made March 15, 1885, touching 
its em ployes in our respective sta tes.” 
To sa y the lea st of such a sta tement it is not 
creditable to the minds and hea rts of men to 
whom has been committed the welfare of a 
great people to sa y that they will take ad­ 
vantage of our want of skill in legisla tive tech ­ 
nica lities and wink at gross viola tions of a sa ­ 
cred agreem ent in its plainly manifest spirit, 
beca use its technica l letter gives an apparent 
a dvantage to a grea t corporation. 
The governors sta te further;!“ We recognize 
the fa ct that the Missouri Pacific Railway com ­ 
pany may justly claim that the strike of March 
<», 1886, relieves it of the obliga tions it a s­ 
sumed in the circular of March 15, 1885,” In 
rendering this verdict the governors have 
blindly ignored the fact tha t the obliga tions 
a ssumed in said circular at that time took ef­ 
fect on all the roads operated and lea sed by 
said Missouri Pa cific Railway company, and 
wa s fully understood so to apply, although by 
oversight but two roads and sta tes were m en­ 
tioned therein. Evidence is a t hand that the 
striking em ployes of that date were, up to the 
day of the strike, still working for less pay 
than before the strike of la st year, showing not 
a restoration of the old pay but a reduction in 
viola tion of said circular agreem ent. Evidence 
is at hand tha t bridge men have been com ­ 
pelled to work many hours overtime without 
receiving the agreed overtime pay. Evidence 
is at hand to prove that in order to make it 
necessa ry to reduce the force of workingmen 
work has boen sent to contra ct shops, and in 
one insta nce a whole foundry wa s sub-let in 
order to bring the men under a new supervi­ 
sion, thus depriving the men of the provisions 
of the circular agreem ent. All this was done 
to crea te dissa tisfa ction and induce the men 
to lea ve tho company’s employ, after which 
the men were re-em ployed, and a lwa ys at re­ 
duced rates. 
Evidence is at hand tha t whole ga ngs of men 
ha ve been discharged, notwithsta nding that 
Mr. Hoxie agreed on May 18, 1885, that ra th­ 
er than reduce the working force he would ro- 
duce the hours. Every effort to have these 
men reinsta ted wa s refused by the company 
on the ground that they were not covered by 
tho agreem ent, which a greem ent was: “ We 
will reduce the hours of work instead of re­ 
ducing the force whenever the 
necessity 
a rises.” 
The outra ges on the Texa s & Pacific ra ’lroad 
are sought to be made a matter entirely out of 
the range of the agreem ent. Men were out of 
sheer prejudice, discha rged without an effort 
to reduce the hours of work. The receivers 
refused to comply with the a greem ent of the 
company officials wito the em ployes, after the 
Institution of the receivership, notwithsta nd­ 
ing they do not repudiate other a greem ents of 
said officials, showing a clea r intent to use tho 
United Sta tes courts and its officials for dis­ 
honorable purposes. 
It is charged by Mr. Hoxie in previous sta te­ 
m ents that the a greem ent of March 5, 1885, 
has 
been viola ted by the em ployes. Said 
agreem ent is published in the morning napers 
of March 22, and we ask any intelligent per­ 
son to read with care and note if it bo p ossi­ 
ble for the em ployes to viola te any provisions 
of said agreem ent, be they ever so desirous 
and that for the sole rea son that it is an a gree­ 
ment on the part of tho company to do cer­ 
tain things, but requiring nothing wha tever ef 
the em ployes. 
But why should we sa y more? If Mr. Hoxie 
did not know that he was guilty of a gross 
wrong and injustice, why would he refuse to 
listen to our evidence and hear our appeals 
for redress? Why should he shelter him self 
behind subterfuges and technica lities? 
Why 
should he refuse to trea t with the men he ha s 
wronged, and with eva sive letters to governors 
who ca nnot possibly enter into the m erits of 
the controversy? The truth is sim ply this: 
Mn Hoxie wants trouble. He has provoked it. 
He is still inciting it and making an innocent 
public pay the price of his perfidy. How long 
will the public consent for Gould and Hoxie 
thus to rule or ruin? We wa it to see.

W ashing to n , March 23.—The 
St. 
Louis 
Merchants’ excha nge bridge bill was intro­ 
duced in tho sena te yesterda y by Senator 
Cockrell, and there is no reason to appre­ 
hend any difficulty in securing a reasonably 
early report from’ the sena te committee. 
Congressmen ( ’lardy and Glover also received 
copies of tho bill, but it was not introduced 
in tho house yesterda y, It was not especia lly 
important to get the bill in yesterday, as it 
would be difficult to secure action by tho com­ 
mittee and a report to the house before April 
10, the day fixed last week by special or­ 
der for the considera tion of bridge bills. It 
is unfortunate, however, that this bill could 
not be disposed of at the same time as other 
bills ot the same general nature, as it may 
prove difficult at a late day in the session to 
secure consideration for the bill. 
The com ­ 
merce eommittoe have already twelve bridge 
bills, five lighthouse bills anil seven bills of a 
general character on tho calendar, so that 
even when the houso disposes of tho bridge 
and lighthouse bills on April 10, tho calendar 
will contain enough bills to occupy all tho 
time that will come to the commerce com­ 
mittee during the remainder of the session. 
It is not probable any obstruction will be of­ 
fered to the Merchants’ excha nge bill in tho 
committee, but the difficulty will be in getting 
an opportunity for its consideration during 
tho clog of business at the close of the se s­ 
sion. It is m anifestly unfortunate, therefore, 
that the bill was not sent in a little sooner. 
E x-Postm a ster Manley, of Augusta, Me., the 
friend of Mr. Blaine, who came here a week 
ago to SDendsome days in conferring with Mr. 
Bla ine’s friends and in looking over the polit­ 
ical field, left the city somewhat abruptly for 
Now York, where he will pass a few days and 
thence return to Maine. 
In speaking to a 
friend Mr. Manley said that his visit had been 
shortened by the persistent fabrication of re­ 
marks made by him. There is no doubt what­ 
ever about the plans of the friends of Mr. 
Bla ine. They do not propose to abandon the 
contest. They claim that the loss of New York 
was due to that ill-considered dinner. The 
Burchard incident was worked by the opposi­ 
tion for all it was worth at the last moment, 
but to the dinner they charge tho most seri­ 
ous influence upon popular sentiment in Now 
York. Mr. Blaine himself so considers it, but 
recognized the fact that while inspired by the 
best of m otives am ong his friends, the indis­ 
creet speeches which it drew out were unfor­ 
tunate. The idea is that the last campaign was 
lost by accident, which will hardly be repeated 
in 1888. 
Congressman Glover has prepared a bill 
which he introduced in tho house yesterday, 
intended to avert labor strikes and other 
similar troubles, by providing a schem e of ar­ 
bitrating differences between employers and 
employes. 
It promises that when parties 
can’t agree it sha ll bo lawful for both or either 
of them to demand and have an arbitration, 
where both parties agree to the arbitration by 
a judge of the United States district court 
within whose jurisdiction both or either of the 
parties reside. 
The judge shall hear and de­ 
termine tho matter summarily. 
Where arbi­ 
tration is not agreed to and the complainant 
proves that he has applied to tho person or 
persons complained of for a settlem ent with­ 
out effect, the judge is to summon said per­ 
son or persons within three days after the 
making of the complaint, to appear and do 
away with the cause of complaint or name an 
arbitrator, and if the person or persons should 
fail to do so tho judge is to issuo a certificate 
of appointment to the arbitrator named by tho 
complainant, who shall hear and decide the 
matter in dispute and his decision shall be 
final: provided, that neither the judge nor the 
arbitrators 
are 
empowered 
to 
establish 
a 
rate 
of 
w a ges 
for 
the 
future 
or to fix the hours of labor, cxeept by mutual 
consent of em ployer and employe, 
A claim 
for w a ges due, demanded and not paid is to 
constitute a dispute. Should the party com ­ 
plained appoint an arbitrator, the judge is to 
issue a certifica te to both arbitrators who aro 
to m eet and name a third arbitrator, who, if 
ho accepts, is also to receive a certificate and 
the throe shall proceed to the immediate con­ 
sultation of the dispute and a decision of a 
majority shall determine it. 
Should the two 
arbitrators fail to select a third, the labor 
com m issioner or one of them, or in the ab­ 
sence or refusal to act, som e other impartial 
individual is to be appointed by thejudge.but 
only after his written acceptance of the nom­ 
ination. Provision is made for the appoint 
ment of an 
arbitrator in place of one 
who 
shall die or refuse to act. After the appoint­ 
ment of the arbitrators the judge is to ap­ 
point a time and place of meeting and notify 
them and the parties to this dispute and tho 
arbitrators sha ll hear and examine tho par­ 
ties and their w itnesses and render a decision 
within two days, excluding Sunday, which 
sha ll be final. 
Where the 
em ployes made 
complaint, the place of hearing shall be at or 
near tho place of work. Any complainant not 
attending the hea ring is not to be entitled to 
the benefit of the act. 
The railroads a re to 
have a notary’s power of taking testim ony 
under oath. 
summoning 
witnesses, 
etc. 
in case the arbitrators do not report in a few 
days the judge is. on complaint, to summon 
them and order them to sign a report within 
three days more. If. however, both parties to 
t he dispute agree upon a different mode of ar­ 
bitration on the complaint of an em ploye the 
employer shall go into bankruptcy and his a s­ 
signee or other representative shall answer 
for his esta te in action and be responsible in 
ea se o a woman or infant. Complaint is to be 
lodged by the woman’s husband or relatives 
or guardian or the childrens' guardian. If 
both parties agree to an extension of time of 
arbitration it shall be extended. The award 
of the arbitrators is to havo the effect of a 
judgment of the court in which it is tiled. If 
any party shall delay the payments of such an 
award two days after its date of record the 
sum shall be levied by execution and sale of 
his property, and in ca se of a mandamus or 
injunction punishment for contempt shall be 
administered in the usual form. If any person 
so imprisoned shall pay to the keeper or gov­ 
ernor the amount of the award he is to be re- 
1 eased, No appeal or “ certicrori” is to be u« ed 
against any proceedings under this act and no 
such proceedings are to be invalid for want of 
form. No employer, his foreman or agent is 
to be allowed for costs by the judge or a rbi­ 
trators unless the. proceedings of the work­ 
man shall appear to have been vexa tious and 
oppressive. No action is allowed against any 
arbitrator or officer for anything done under 
this act unless brought within six months. 
The bill makes it unlawful for any em ployer 
or railroad company to issue scrips, etc., in 
payment to em ployes under a penalty of 
$ 500 fine or three months imprisonment or 
both. 'Phe judge is empowered to refer any 
complaint to the United States com m issioner, 
referee or master in chancery, who shall act 
in his stead. 
Up to the hour of closing yesterday after­ 
noon the war department had received no 
confirmation of the reported surrender of 
Geronimo and his band, and som e of the army 
officers were inclined to be skeptical about 
the story.

the Southern Pacific offers an outlet through 
the state to San Francisco and t he north, and 
east through Arizona and New Mexico.

ornam ental trees. And then, too, may be seen 
many beautiful and costly villas and resi­ 
dences. The business portion of the tow nhas 
an appearance not unlike that of an eastern 
city, tortile m ajority of the buildings and bus­ 
iness blocks are two and three stories high, 
hum of brick, stone and iron, and not only 
costly out sightly and substantial.

Do you like the 
never ceasing songs of the wild birds: the

And then while you 
revel in the sunshine of the valley you may 
behold, in pleasing contrast, the peaks of the 
San Bernardino mountains glistening in their 
surplice of snow. These m ountains are but a 
portion of the Sierra Madre range whose 
chief summits rise to an elevation ranging 
from 9,000 to 11,000 feet; Gray back mountain 
lifts its hoary head to the height of the latter 
tlgures, while several 
others within sight 
hold their snow tipped peaks but little lower. 
These lofty m ountains, with their yaw n­ 
ing 
caverns, 
their 
rapid 
stream s 
and 
roaring 
waterfalls 
and 
cascades 
present 
a 
scene 
at 
once 
sub­ 
lime and grand, and in the contrast make 
the quiet beauty of the valley with its gar­ 
m ents of green and its lakes and sparkling 
•streams seem more peaceful and if possible 
more beautiful than it would be without them, 
as an opposite in nature’s creation. 
San Bernardino has am ong other advantages 
and facilities a plentiful w ater supply for do­ 
mestic purposes by means of artesian wells, 
which are obtained with little cost in this lo­ 
cality. It also has an efficient lire depart­ 
ment. gas, telegraph and telephone, an opera 
hoitse. a line county court house, gram m ar 
and other schools, besides a num ber of va­ 
rious public and private institutions, includ­ 
ing the various religious denom inations and 
their churches, and the several secret and 
social organizations. 
SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 
In area this is said to be the largest county 
in the United States. “It is composed very 
largely of desert. From the m ountain chain 
northward, and for miles eastw ard to the 
Colorado river, there is a vast sterile desert, 
broken up by m ountain chains, barren hills, 
and sunken basins that lie below the ocean 
ievei. It is within this barren waste, espe­ 
cially to the north. that the now celebrated 
mines in Calico. W aterman and Providence 
districts are located. 
Below the mountain 
chain is found the great interior Santa Anna 
or San Bernardino valley. This valley is not 
great in extent, having a maximum length of. 
perhaps, sixty miles from Spadra on the west 
to Banning on the east, with a width of fifteen 
to tw enty miles. A portion of th<> vallev is 
naturally moist land, that needs no irrigation; 
some of it is dry. arable land, that needs irri­ 
gation; while another portion is worthless 
with or w ithout water. A portion of the dry. 
arable land is irrigated. 
Some of it will be 
irrigated at some future time, and some may 
never be irrigated. The best is being irrigated 
tlrst. a- a rule. Southward from this largo 
valley lie other sm aller ones, sueh as the San 
Jacinto, the Elsinore and Temecula valleys. 
They constitute a large portion of tho cheap 
lands, which have always been in such de­ 
mand." 
Tho favored fruit belt of the state lies “be­ 
tween the San Bernardino, or more properly 
speaking the Sierra Madre, range of m oun­ 
tains. and the range of hills that separate this 
inland valley from the coast valleys, extend­ 
ing down into San Diego county, but not ap­ 
proaching the coast. It includes the best por­ 
tion of San Bernardino and a portion of San 
Diego counties.” 
The land and climate are peculiarly adapted 
to the successful culture of oranges, lemons, 
limes, raisins and wine grapes, olives,apricots, 
pears, peaches, and other fruits of a semi- 
tropical Country. The soil is of a dark red, 
sandy character aud of the m ost fertile nature. 
It is however not all alike, or at least not all 
suited to any one branch of horticulture or 
agriculture, and judgm ent and knowledge 
m ust be exercised in the selection of soil and 
other qualifications of altitude, dryness, mois­ 
ture and the facilities for irrigation according 
to the nature of the product desired. Land 
adapted to cereals will not always do for the 
orange or pear, or fruits in general, and laud 
that will produce the orange may prove un- 
suited to the grape, and vice versa. There are 
two seasons—the wet and dry; tlnj form er 
lasts from about Doc. l to March I, when 
there are occasional rains, but not to the same 
j 
extent as in the east during the sum m er; as a 
consequence this locality depends largely 
upon 
irrigation 
for 
success 
in 
agri­ 
culture and horticulture, although there are 
some localities where the land is sufficiently 
moist for agricultural purposes without irri­ 
gation. Such lands, however, are. not desirable 
tor fruits which require a m oderately dry soil 
*it a slight elevation. The count y enjoys ex­ 
cellent facilities for irrigation. 
It has a num­ 
ber of stream s whibh have their source in the 
m ountains, and from which w ater is conveyed 
to all parts of the county, under cultivation, 
by m eans of irrigation ditches, 
s o m e of which 
are constructed of cem ented masonry. 
The 
most noteworthy and gigantic enterprise of 
this character is that of tho B ear valley reser­ 
voir. This is a natural basin high in the 
mountains which has been dammed so that 
it receives the drainage of over sixty square 
miles. The dam is of solid masonry, 300 feet 
long and sixty feet high, and the reservoir, 
whiehcovers 2,000 acres of land.hasjacapacity 
of 10,000.000,000 gallons, more than sufficient 
to irrigate ‘20,000 acres of land, from which 
may be drawn during the period when irriga­ 
tion is required a continuous stream of 0,000 
inches without exhausting the supply. As 
3,000 inches, however, is sufficient for all 
wants, it will be seen that there is at all 
tim es a large reserve. This work was planned 
and superintended by Mr. F. E. Brown, of 
Redlands, and stands as an enduring m onu­ 
ment to his wisdom, engineering skill and 
progressive spirit.
